E DUCAT I OK. 

The education of our Mexican- 
Youth is a problem being acknowledged 
all over our nation. Over two thousand 
leaders of Mexican-Americans attended 
the Spanish speaking conference in Sac¬ 
ramento last year. The one issue which 
expressed deep concern was the educa¬ 
tion of our youth. 

MAPA — G. I. Forum - you were 
there and these arc your resolutions, 
you should standby them and the students 
who are demanding equality, show that 
you don't talk brave just in front of an¬ 
other Mexican, so far you haven't put 
your theory into action. 

RE SOLUTIONS 

This conference recommend to 
the State Board of Education: (1) It be 
mandatory that school officials provide 
information regarding school loans, edu¬ 
cational opportunities. (:i) Grants and 
all financial aides be made available to 
Latin-A merican students. (II) Informa¬ 
tion be printed in Spanish to help and en¬ 
courage students to apply for these fi¬ 
nancié aides. 

The Mexican-American student 
is not always informed of the methods to 
obtain education and improvement and: 
That information is not made available 
and is essential to that very achievement: 

That the Second Annual Spanish 
surname Conference recommend to the 
state bo;ird of Education that a total re- 
evaluation of counseling services in low¬ 
er and higher institutions of Education 
take place; 

The State Board of Education im¬ 
mediately urge all schools to begin coun¬ 
seling the Mexican-American students 


out of vocational training and into a well 
rounded education. 

There is a lack of communication 
between the administration and parents 
in the elementary and secondary level of 
Education, and 

There are certain problems which 
the parent cannot or will not discuss with 
the administrator; and 

This problem is a serious threat 
to the Educational growth of the student 
in his education: 

That the convention recommend 
to the State Legislature that community 
Educational Aids be established for the 
purpose of helping to eliminate this prob¬ 
lem; 

That this program be aimed spe¬ 
cially at the minority groups in Califor¬ 
nia. 

That tlie State Board of Education 
recommend to local school boards that 
teacher and counselor hiring be vested 
in their personnel departments, where- 
ever such departments are in existence. 

Support of school districts that 
have established hiring practices that 
recruit and place Mexican-Americans in 
administrative and teaching positions and 
strongly recommends that more local 
school districts adopt such practices. 

Recommend to the State Board of 
Education that it provide funds for the 
development and implementation of diag¬ 
nostic tests which best assess the abili¬ 
ties of the Mexican-American pupil. 

Recommend to the State Depart¬ 
ment of Education that it abolish the 
tracking system in Ml public schools in 
all the State of California. 

That we recommend to the State 
Board of Education that it recommend to 
local school boards that school personnel 
recruitment teams shall include Mcxi- 
can-A mericans. 

Higher education is already im¬ 
possible for students of low-income fa¬ 
milies; 

That this convention go on record 
to the Board of Regents of U.C. and the 
State Board of Education opposing any 
raise in fees or the imposition of any

tuition at State Universities or colleges. 

In many cases there is a definite 
lack of understanding of the value of edu¬ 
cation in the home due to lack of parental 
comprehensive of the value of that edu¬ 
cation; and 

A definite communication lack is 

present between potential younger edu¬ 
cational bound generation and an older 
manual labor oriented generation; the 
parents; 

We contact all the directors of 
such programs as EOP, Upward Bound 
and other recruitment programs and de¬ 
mand that they fully implement these 
programs with respect to Mexican-Ame- 
ricans and other Spanish-speaking stu¬ 
dents. 

That since this convention recog¬ 
nizes a grave shortage of bi-lingual coun¬ 
selors in California, it urges that special 
attention be given to the recruitment and 
training of more bi-lingual and bi-cul- 
tural counselors by the State Board of 
Education and that it should be funded; 

That the local school boards be 
encouraged to hire when available. 

That this Issues Conference re¬ 
commend to the State Board of Education 
that it review the requirements for the 
Pupil Personnel Credential to permit ac¬ 
ceptance of experiences and college 
courses dealing with the cultural back¬ 
ground of the Mexican-American child 
in lieu of 60 units out of the total of 90 
units now required. 

The heritage and culture of the 
Mexican-American is highly evident in 
the State of California; and 

The California history course that 
exists does not reflect this culture and 
the contribution past and present of the 
Mexican-American; and 

That the second annual Mexican- 
American Issues Conference be shown in 
favor of and strongly recommends to the 
State Legislature and the California State 
Board of Education that in the California 
history course should trace specifically 
the culture of the Mexican from its be¬ 
ginning and showing its causes and ef¬ 
fects to the present day.

Victor F. Corsiglia, Sr., aman 
whose busy life has centered around lo¬ 
cal water supply problems, is incumbent 
candidate for director of District 2, San¬ 
ta Clara County Flood Control and Water 
District. 

Corsiglia seeks re-election to a 
post to which he brings over 40 years of 
qualifying experience. 

Director Corsiglia has been fa¬ 
miliar with Santaclara Valley water dif¬ 
ficulties since early youth when a dry 
season forced his father, Emanuel, to 
drill wells for irrigation of their veget¬ 
able acreage at Canoas and Almadén 
Roads. 

That was in 1911 when drought and 
diversion of Canoas Creek to Guadalupe 
River left the Corsiglia farmstead high 
and painfully dry. 

A man of action, Corsiglia has 
been officially involved in conservation 
and water control since supervisors ap¬ 
pointed him to the water board of th e 
Santa Clara County Farm Bureau in the 
early thirties. 

Rancher and longtime business¬ 
man, the candidate is president of Gar¬ 
den City Disposal Service, Inc. The firm 
employs some 125 drivers and helpers, 
the majority of whom are of Spanish and 
Mexican descent. 

"Some of these men have been 
with me more than 15 years," Corsiglia 
said. "They can be depended on. They're 
on the job every day and they do an ho¬ 
nest day's work. I count them among 
my best men." 

Devout Catholic and member of 
the Sacret Heart Parish, Corsiglia is of 
Italian perentage, speaks the native dia¬ 
lect and is at ease in everyday Spanish. 


The flood and water control direc¬ 
tor is widely known as a ready donor to 
charity, church and fraternal causes. He 
has been a volunteer chef at hundreds of 
local benefit barbecues. This month he 
will contribute both his skill and the food 
for a dinner at Boy's City, San Jose. 

The senior Corsiglia was a mess 
sergeant in World War I, participating 
with the 319th Engineers, U. S. Army, 
in the Verdun attack and the Brest em¬ 
barkations during two years in France. 

Less than a month after volun¬ 
teering, Corsiglia was given charge of 
an army field kitchen and his sergeant's 
stripes. 

The ex-soldier has maintained a 
lifelong affection for sports. Football, 
basketball and baseball are his favorites. 
On service teams he played catcher' s 
position for such immortals as Grover 
Cleveland Alexander and Eppa Rixey. 

Corsiglia has been an enthusias¬ 
tic worker all his life. He has farmed 
successfully, kept his interest in diver¬ 
sified orchards, raising walnuts, prunes, 
apricots and other fruits. 

His only son, Dr. Victor F. Cor¬ 
siglia, Jr., an internist, Seventeenth St. 
San Jose Medical clinic, takes active part 
in East San Jose cultural and political life 

The elder Corsiglia was a pion¬ 
eer in the development of this valley's 
amazingly successful water saving com¬ 
plex of dams and reservoirs, realizing 
the need to a healthy economic life. 

Corsiglia is a warm, friendly, 
stimulating man. He likes people. And 
he's inquisitive. Corsiglia, at his own 
expense, attends scores of out-of-town 
water-resource conferences and conven¬ 
tions. 

In a strange community he takes 
long solitary walks of inspection, returns 
with the explanation, "I want to see what 
they' re doing with the water."
